Filling the benches, seated on the 
window sills, standing in, the 
aisles, 
1 crowded in the 
doorway and 
over- 
flowing into the corridors hundreds 
of curious people waited for the un- 
folding of Miss Lusk's story of 
her 
relations with Dr. Roberts. 
Chief ' interest centered 
in 
Miss 
Lusk's own version of 
the 
tragedy 
which she will give from the witness 
stand after the state has completed 
its presentation of the case. The at- 
titude of Doctor Roberts who has been 
called as a witness for the defense 
All Man-led.

Every man on the jury is married 
and most are farmers of advanced 
years. Immediately after its selection, 
the Jury, Miss Lusk. Judge Lueck and 
the attorneys in the case visited.the 
scene of the tragedy, the little home 
of Miss Bianca Mills.

After a stirring 
plea for a 'fighting army or five mil- 
lion men, Mr. Taft said: "We should 
set our faces sten, and unbending to- 
ward one end— war. 
Let us 
have 
peace, but let us have war that we 
may have peace. To sound the trum- 
pet — stern, implicable war. 
To that 
end this convention was called. 
Mr Taft presided. Men of nation- 
wide prominence to the number of 
four 
thousand 
are 
in 
attendance. 


They include educators, business men 
and statesmen. 
"This convention speaks an 
Irre- 
vocable public opinion that the war 
must go oh until our foe Is defeated, 
Mr Talt said.

About four thousand dust-begrimed 


soldiers .every one a true American, 
trudged wearily through the ^down 
town streets of this city this morning 
on another lap of their journey to 
Sparta. 
The soldl»rs composed the 


161st 
Artillery 
Brigade 
of 
Camp 


Grant and are enroute to Camp Bob- 
inson at Sparta where they will have 
heavy gun practice on the govern- 
ment- range. 
It was a spectacle that this city has 
never seen before and possibly will 
never witness again. Between fifteen 
and twenty thousand people thronged 
every available inch of ground along 
the line of march and cheered the 
men. 
The citizens of this city awoke 
with a start to the true realization of 
the magnitude of the war -when the 
column first approached the city and 
the cheers of the thousands could be 
heard for a great distance. 
Dusty and grimy from their walk 
from the Town Line bridge where they 
camped last evening, the men walked 
with heads erect and they proved be- 
yond all doubt that America is awak- 
ened to her danger and that these 
men who "a 
few short months ago 
were private citizens are now real soU 
diers and ready to do a soldier's work. 
Their long column inspired the peo- 
ple of this city and roused in many 
of the onlookers the true spirit of 
'Americanism. 
It was a 
sight that 
would cause a mother's heart to swell 
with pride. It was a most remarkable 
sight and one that will forever re- 
main in the heajrta of the people of 
JaneBvllle. - 
Headed by Mayor Charles Valentine 
and Alderman Thomas Welsh, and 
Chief of Police Champion and Night 
Captain 
Morrlssey. 
the 
column 
marched up Main street. The Bower 
City band was at the head of the pa- 
rade. Following the band was Colo- 
nel Phillip Ward, commander of the 
161st artillery brigade. 
He was ac- 
companied by his staff and followed 
by tho headquarters company of the 
brigade. • 
Next In line was the 333rd. F. A. 
with their band, and as they strode 
by with 
the band 
playing "Over 
There" the people burst forth In a 
demonstration of appreciation that 
has never been equalled in the city 
of Janesville. 
Following the 333rd F. A. regiment 
came the 332d, a regiment composed 
mostly of Chicago boys. These same 
stalwart lads who make up the 332nd 
regiment were, six short months ago, 
clerks In the large offices in Chicago. 
The transformation was 
wonderful 
and as they trudged along,-with their 
band playing "Joan of Arc" the crowd 
began to realize that they were for 
the flrst time In the history of Janes- 
ville watching a spectacle that was 
never equalled or possibly will never 
be equalled In the middle west 
Directly behind the 332nd regiment 
came the 
344th Field Ambulance 
company. 'With their natty 
ambu- 
lances the section made an inspiring 
sight. 
Then came the -well known 331st 
F. A. composed of our own Wisconsin 
boys. With their band at their head 
playing "On Wisconsin" these super- 
Americans walked with heads erect 
looking neither to right nor left, but 
in their eyes a person could see a glow 
of unmistakable significance. At their 
head they carried their new colors 
which'were recently presented to them 
by the Wisconsin Society of Chicago. 
Then came the field hospital com- 
pany, the 
heavy work wagons, the 
water wagons, the cook wagons and 
numerous others. 
The long column which consumed 
more than two hours In passing-, ap- 
peared on Main street shortly before 
nine-thirty o'clock and the last wagon 
had not passed the Myers hotel at 
11:45 o'clock. 
One of the big features of the col- 
umn and one -which brought forth 
great applause, -was the Y. M. C. A. 


During the march through the city 
the men were given their required ten 
minute rest and during this time in- 
dividuals feeling that they must do 
something- more for the boys passed 
through

cigarets and candy. 
Janesvllle was In holiday attire to 
greet the fighting- men as they wound 
their way through the city this morn- 
ing. 
The national colors

played on all of the business houses 
and many of the residences. 
The brigade was' met at the edge 


of the city by Mayor Charles Valen- 
tine and Alderman Welsh and Police 
Chief Champion and 
Night Captain 
Morrlwy. The mayor extended the. 
greetings of the city/to Colonel Ward 
and escorted the 
column .into and 
through Janesville extending the fare- 
well of JahesviHc to the troops at the 
northern border of this city. 
That .the artillerymen appreciated 
the welcome given them by this city 
was evident on every hand and was

With heads bowed the many thou- 
sands of people who lined the streets 
to witness the procession of the sol- 
diers turned away^ from the march 
with a last Godspeed.

ranges from 962 to 988 men

commission having no crimnal justi- 
fication has been unable to punish in- 
dividual* and has had to deal with 
commercial bribery only 
as

methods of competition. 
"It should bo noted that the prac- 
tice appears to have been general on 
the part of-concerns introducing the 
goods and wares to German firms. 
The commission's recommendation 
said in part: "The 
bribes take 
the 
form of commissions for alleged ser- 
vice of money and gratitude and en- 
tertainment of various sorts and of 
loans—all Intended to influence si;ch 
employes in the choice of materials. 
"It' is evident that this inexcusable 
added cost is finally passed on to !he 
consumer. The commission feels the 
stampng out of commercial bribery 
Is one necessary step to tho preserva- 
tion of free, open and fair competi- 
tion and to that end respectfully urg- 
es that such legislation should pro- 
hibit not only the giving and offering 
but the acceptance of any consldera- 
ton by an employe as an inducement 
or as a reward for doing any act in 
relation to his employer's aliaira 
or 


business."

the children are carrying a contagion. 
Carelessness and ignorance, says the 
state board, both enter into .the causes 
of the large number of cases in the 
state, and are responsible for most of 
the deaths. 
Not a single death from smallpox 
was reported during either month, al- 
though the total number o£ cases was 
upwards of, 700. Smallpox wa's once 
much more common than measles and, 
much more fatal. 
Vaccination, with 


isolation and disinfection as secondary 
measures, is credited with the

tremely low mortality from this high- 
ly communicable and dangerous dis- 
ease.
